I said tbe^JfiBSAU that it sao oy undor- 
otandipg that no forasl decision had been reachod and I indicated 
that it vould be necessary to get Hunich. into the net bofore 
a foroal decision could be Bade. ©BISSAU said that he under- 
stood this co&pletely and said further ..that he was evon at that 
Boaont dictating a letter which ,©pr 4 RASP would carry back with 
hln for presentation to onr base in Kunich.
